‘Tis faid this Cardinal is to 
have the Bifhoprick of Affifa, in the Room of the de- 
ceafed Bifhop Rondoni. °Tis believed, that Don 
Lewis, Infante of Spain, and Archbifhop of Tcledo, 
will be made a Cardinal in the next Confiftory, which 
is to be on Monday, and the Perfon is alseady nomi- 
nated who is to carry him the Cap. 

Rome, Of. 1. On the tsth ult. there was a Con- 

gregation of Seven Cardinals at the College dé propa- 
ganda Fide, in which it was refolved to fend new Mif- 
fionaries to the Weft Indies for the Advancement of 
the Roman Catholick Religion. They alfo took into 
Confideration the fad State to which that Religion is 
reduced at Mount Libanon, by reafon of the Violence 
with which the Turks perfecute the Chriftians, efpe- 
cially the Fryars, whofe Zeal prompts them to go and 
facrifice their Perfons in that Country: And the Pope’s 
Domeftick Prelate, M. Affeman, is order’d to repair 
thither with great Sums of Money, the only Argument 
that can prevail with the greedy Bathaws to put a Stop 
to the Perfecutions. A Sum of Money is alfo to be 
diftributed to the Maronite Fryars of Mount Libanon, 
to enable them to build a new Monattery. 
N. B. * If all be true that is reported by Father 
Dandini, who was formerly fent a Miflionary to this 
Country, the College de propaganda Fide cannot do 
too much for thofe “Maronite Apoitles, to enable 
* them to raife the good Seed which was fown in this 
* Country by their Predeceflors, in the limes of Fa- 
‘ ther Dandini ; who, in his Voyage to Mount Libanon, 
* fays, the new Profelytes were then fo ftrong in the 
‘ Faith, that they declared they were ready to follow 
‘ the Romith Miffioners ju/gues au Portes de PEnfer, 
‘ even to the Gates of Hell.’ 

The Marquis de Puyfieux, who is going Ambaflador 
from the King of France to the Court at Naples, had 
the Honour, on the 26th ult. together with the Gentle- 
men of his Retinue, to kifs the Pope’s Toe. The King 
of Spain has fent a confiderable Sum of Money hither, 
to purchafe three great valuable Piétures, which ure 
Hiftory Paintings, performed by the molt celebrated 
Artifts at Rome; which Piétures his Catholick Majefty 
celigns for the Ornament of a flately Gallery, which 
he has caufed to be built in his Palace of St. Idefonfo. 

We have received Advice, tnat the Bithop of Chiufa 
in Tufcany, perifhed under the Ruins of the Cagle of 
Raddicoffani, which the Governor, in a delirious Fit, 
blew up into the Air, together with himielf, by letting 
Fire to the Magazine of Powder. We have been fince 
informed, that the faid Governor committed this Ex. 
travagance to be revenged on the Inhabitants of the 
Town, who, he complained, had uled him very ill. 

Drefden, Odob. 7. By the Advice and Order of the 
Senate of Poland, about 30 Spies or Partifans of King 
Staniflaus, who had been taken up at feveral Places, are 
banifhed the Kingdom. ‘The Baron de Seylerling, the 
Ruffian Ambaflador, has received Orders from Court, 
to get himfelf regiftered at the Dyet, in Quality of the 
Czarina’s Plenipotentiary, on Purpofe to take Care of 
her Interefts in that Afflembly. 

Hamburgh, O4eb. 10. A certain Minifter here has 
Advice from Koningsberg, that a great Quantity of 
Provifion is lately arrived there from France, for Kj 
Staniflaus’s Table ; fo that his Departure het 
not be fo foon.as was believed; and his Partifans give: 
out, that, if the Ruffians and Saxons leave the King- 
dom of Poland, the General C formed in 
his Favour, will infallibly break out. The King of 
Denmark has promifed, that in cafe there be no Peace 
this Winter, he will have 5000 Men more ready for 
the Emperor’s Service, by the Beginning of March.

are inrolled, every Man has an entire Suit given 
him of the fame. Cloth, with a Sword and Firelock.
